Two cables, one to President Roosc- 
velt expressing profound admiration 
for his farsighted policy and the 
other to Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
beguing consideration’ of British 
withdrawal from the Tokyo con- 
ference, have been sent jointly by the 
China League of Nations, Chinese 
People's Forelyn Relatlons Associn- 
tlon and the Chinn Branch of the 
International Peace Campaign. 


The mensage to the United States 
President reads, “Please accept our 
profound admiration for your far- 
strhted policy regarding the Far East 
us shown in the momentous decision 
to abrogate the Amcrican-Jopanese 
commercial treaty. Apart from in- 
vading China, Japan has deliberately 
disrepurded, impaired and destroyed 
the rights and interests of friendly 
Powers, The violation of these rights 
ean only be arrested by concerted 

' efforts on the part of the democratle 
nations. Your cancellation of the 
trealy was most timely, affording 
China an inflnite measure of moral 
encouragement. Any c¢ffort in up- 
holding justice and human rights dur- 
ing China's crisis will .bo always 
gratefully remembered by our 
people.” 


Tho message to Mr. Chamberlain 
states, “The Japanese have introduc- 
ed new problms at the Tokyo con- 
ference in contradictlon to your de- 
claration that there would be no 
broad issues in connection. with the 
Sino-Japanese hostilities.

TWENTY-FIVE years ago a 


political outrage in a relatively

certain that Britain would be 
drawn into the massed combat. 
Germany refused to believe the 
despatches_of_her_able represen~ 
tative in London, Prince 
Lichnowsky, repeatedly warning 
her that the British Empire 
could not be. isolated, as the 
German war party hoped, from 
a general European conflict, 
The indefiniteness of Britain’s 
pledges, the division of opinion 
in the 1914 Cabinet, the sharp 
internal strife over Home Rule, 
all gave some colour to the hopes 


Jof those Germais who believed 


in an isolationist Britain. To- 
day Britain is a prey to internal 
strife (us caused by the 1,R.A.) 
only to an infinitesimal degree 
compared with L914; she has 
made not a vague Entente but 
definite pledyes on a wider scale 
than ever before. Nor are her 
politien! leaders divided ‘to-day 
in mind on the extent of her 
responsibilities or on the 
willingness to face

There ean be no doubt, no 
ambiguity, no misunderstanding. 

Yet voices’ are’ raised in 
Germany . te proclaim — that 
Britain's pledges of action will 
never be fulfilled if Herr Hitler 
can only be ingenious ~ enough 
to find a way to disguise 
aggression 18 something else.

The manifestoes and -resolutions 
charged that Britain has disclosed its 
crafty diplomacy and refused to 
surrender the sliver specie held in 
Tientsin ind to ban the circulation 
of the Icgul tender, 

In case Britain {ails to show 
sincerity and causes a breach tn 
international faith, Japanese au- 
thoritics should break off the mole 
purleys and make it a signal for the 
campaign to reform East Asia. 

Participants in the two rallies then 
organised a joint parade, which con- 
verged towards the Britlsh Embassy.

Chungking, July 31. 

Two cables, one to President Roose. 
velt expressing, profound admiration 
for his farsighted policy and the 
other to Mr. Neville Chamberlain 
begging consideration of British 
withdrawal from the Tokyo  con- 
ference, huve been sent jointly by the 
China League of Nations, Chinese 
People's Forel Relations Assocla- 
tion and the China Branch of the 
International Peace Campaign. 


‘The message to the United States 
President reads, “Please accept our 
profound admiration for your far- 

thted policy regurding the Far East 

shown in the momentous decision 
to nbrowate the American-Japanese 
commercial treaty... Apart from in- 
vading, Ching, Japan hus deliberately 
disregarded, impaired and destroycd 
the rights and interests of friendly 
Powers. The violation ofthese rights 
can only &e arrested by concerted 
effort on the part of the democratic 
nations. Your cancellation of, the 
treaty wags most timely, affording, 
China an infinite measure of moral 
encouragement, Any effort in up- 
holding justice and huinan rights dur- 
ing China's crisis will be always 
yiratefully remembered by our 
people.” 


The message to Mr, Chamberlain 
states, “The Japanese have introduc- 
ed new problms at the Tokyo con- 
ference in contradiction to your de- 
claration that there would be no 
broad fssuea in connection with the 
Sino-Japanese hoatiltties. We

They were charged 
with the murder of Li Hung on a 
cargo vessel off Tong Ku Island, and 
having robbed Ah Cheung, moster of 
the vessel, of matting and grass rope. 

Sergeant C, Medley said on May 22 
he went to Mao Wan and saw un 
abandoned junk with a cargo of 
matting and grass rope. The fol~ 
Jowing morning they towed it to 
Yaumath. 

On June 3 about 7 p.m. with Sub- 
Inspector Cunningham and o party 
of police they went to Castle Peale 
ond boarded a junk, On board were 
two men, one of whom was Leung, 
who was detained. 1 

At Ma Wan village Tso and Chan 
were arrested and a woman produced 
a cloth bag, containing a revolver. 

The party then went along the 
beach and Leung dug under a sampan 
ond brought out a water-proof bag 
containing three rounds of revolver 
ammunition, 38 rounds of rifle au- 
munition and two hand grenades. 

Sgt, Medley said he dumped the 
grenades into the sea ag they were 
in a very dangerous condition.

IN HIS statement in the House of Commons to-day 
Mr. Chamberlain said if the world could halt “the war of 
words” international confidence could be restored and a 


long period of prosperity 


might be expected. 

While emphasising the desire 
for an agreement with Russia, 
he declined the Opposition's re- 
quest for Lord Halifax to be sent 
to Russia and also to draw a line 
in Danzig at which Britain would 
consider aggression had been 
committed, 

He cmphaticatly. deelnred that 
Britain has not reversed her policy 
in the Far East nt the request of any 
Power and asserted that Japan had 
not asked Britain to do sa, 

“The Government places the utmost 
importance upon collaboration, where 
collaboration is possible and desired, 
wrth the United States,” the Premier 
sald, 

Britain, he added, would always 
keep the United States informed of 
her actions. 

Wf the anti-British ogitatlon in 
sNorth China continues Britain ‘will 
be obliged to take a very serious 
view of the situation,” the Premier 
warned, . 

_ No Betrayal 

He hotly denied that the Tokyo 
ngreement wos a betrayal of British 
third party Interests in China, or that 
he would discuss questions such ns 
the British support of the Chinese 
dollar and the transfer of the silver 
in the British concession in Tlentsin 
without communicatlig fully with 
other jnterested Powers. 

Ro-arming World 

Mr. Chamberlain expressed anxicty 
over the accumulation of the world’s 
urms,-eaying: “It Js diMcult to sce 
‘what -resolullon this problem can 
have, unless it ia resolved by war 


“Unhappily, a bad feeling between
